REMARKS 

The present communication is submitted in lieu of an appeal brief. The 
Appeal Brief is due November 24, 2004, pursuant to a Notice of Appeal filed on 
September 24, 2004 responsive to the Office Action dated June 24, 2004 in the 
above-identified application. While an amendment is submitted, it is also 
requested that the remarks of the Response to the Final Office Action filed on 
September 24, 2004 also be entered and considered, particularly with respect to 
the question of the propriety of the Brown Elliott reference as prior art. 

Claims 1^2 are pending in the application. Claims 1-42 have been 
amended to clarify the claimed invention. Reconsideration of the application and 
entry of the amendments is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-42 claim an invention relating to a pixel structure with at least five 
subpixels. At least three of the subpixels are controlled to receive a signal at a 
storage device of the subpixel before receiving a signal at a switch of the subpixei. 
At least two of the subpixels are controlled with a ground potential coupled to a 
storage device of the subpixel and by receiving a signal at a switch of the 
subpixel. 

Claims 1-42 are believed to be allowable as amended, to neither be 
anticipated nor rendered obvious by the prior art.
